The Illinois Department of Healthcare and Family Services (HFS) is proposing a change in the
methods and standards for setting payment rates for reimbursement of Early Intervention
services by Early Intervention enrolled and/or credentialed providers.

Effective July 1, 2023, rates for Early Intervention services will be increased by 10%. These
proposed changes will increase expenditures by approximately $20 million based on current
utilization patterns for services provided by an early intervention provider.
